That is the agricultural posi- 
tion as it looked from the stand- 
point of the earnings on aj) capi- 
tal invested in the business. When 
it ig looked at from the standpoint 
of the return on the farmers’ own 
capital and the reward for hig la- 
bor, the picture is equally unsat- 
isfactory. On the capital owned 
by farm operators themselves, the 
rate earned is figured at 56.8 per 


cent for 1920-21; minus 1.4 per 
cent for 1921-22; 1.5 per cent for 
1922-23; and 1.4 per cent for 1923- 
24. Thus in two out of the five 
years farmer-owned capital 
earned nothing and had to de 
drawn on to meet interest charges 
on borrowed capital. 

The estimates of the net return 
on farmer-owned capital in the 
last two years are more liberal 
than those given in a recent sur- 
vey made by the department on 
returns for 1923. In that survey 
16,000 owner-operated farms were 
covered. Allowing 8870 for the 
value of the labor of the operator 
and that of his family, it was fig- 
ured that the farms studied 
showed a net balance for the year 
of $270, or 1.5 per cent on the av- 
erage of the farm real estate and 
its improvements.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—An- 
nual land maneuvers to test the 
efficiency of the fighting forces of 
the Marine Corpse will be com- 
menced Monday morning when 
more than 3000 Marines will leave 
Va., on a twenty-five- 
than 200 miles will be covered. 
Brig.-Gen. Dion WilMams will be 
in command of the Marine ex- 
peditionary force which will in- 
clude infantry, artillery, machine 
guns, automatic rifies, trench mor- 
tars, one-pounders, tanks, and al!

Caughtry, comprising three squad- 
rons made up of fast pursuit and 
er planes, observation and 
bombing planes, together with a 
number of huge double motor 
Martin bombers, capable of carry- 
ing more than 1000 pounds of 
bombs or freight. *

The exercises planned for the 
present year are the fourth an- 
nual field maneuvers held by the 
Marine ps force at Quantico 
since the war with a view to 
keeping that force constantly in 
readiness to take the field at twen- | 

hours’ notice. The first of 

euvers was held on the 
Civil War. battlefield at the Wliider- 
ness, Va., in 1921; the second on 
the Gettysburg battlefield in 1922, 
and the third, last year, at New- 
market, Va. 

The present maneuvers will in- 
clude periods of intensive training 
under field conditions for units of 
all sizes, from the squad of eight 
men working by themselves up 
to the whole force of more than 
3000, attacking as a unit. All arms 
of modern war will be tried out 
under fleld conditions and invalua- 
ble lessons taught as to their prop- 
er use and the manner in which 
greatest effectiveness may‘ be at- 
tained. In addition, the problems 
of handling a large force in the 
field under conditions approximat- 
ing those of war will be worked 
out and experience gained which 
could be obtained in no other 
manner.

A twenty-two-car special train 
carrying clectricaf apparatus and 
auxiliary equipment for the new 
100,000-ktHlowatt steam generating 
station of the Southern California 
Edison Company, 
across the

train left Schnectady, N. Y., Satur- 
day night, five weeks ahead of pro- 
duction schedyle, and is headed for 
Power, Cal., the new electric city 
built by the Edison Company. 

The train is being routed over 
the Delaware and Hudson, the 
Erie, Chi Northwestern and 
Union Pacific. railroads and ig ex- 
pected to reach Power in less than 
ten days, which is record time tor 
a freight run across the continent. 
The shipment includes a big 
General Electric turbine generator 
and a 35,000-kilowatt steam tur- 
bine, the latter said to be the 
largest single generating unit ever 
shipped west of the Rocky Moun- 


tains. Six 13,000 oil-cooled trans- 
formers, a 2800-kilowatt house 
generator and numerous motors 
are also included, in the new 
equipment.

caution against delay. A personal 
tracer will accompany the train. 
Each car will be inspected at every 
stop to guard against damage to 
rolling stock and consequent de- 
lays.
